The pictures forwarded with your letter are just at hand 
and I appreciate the attention. I have given a set to Perrygo 
who wishes me to thank you for them, and have retained the other 
myself. The view of the river and the canoes brings back very 
clearly the interest that I had in this expedition. 


X had my own pictures developed immediately on my return 
and they have come out vezy well. To date, however, due to a 
multitude of other things that have been pressing me I have not had 
prints made. Will try to send you one or two a little later on. 


Perrygo and I were in the Zone for three days only and then 
crossed to Florida going around by way of Barranquilla as the direct 
flight across was full# Th© following day we were in Washington# 
Here I have had so many things to do that X have not written some 
of the letters that I had planned to including one to you. 

Our birds and the rest of the outfit I shipped by fccean 
freight from Balboa and they came through in a relatively short time. 
Everything reached us in good condition, said our specimens are now 
safe in the Museum. This is always a gratification as there are 
many uncertainties in making shipments nowadays. The bird material 
looks even better here than it did in the field, and we have many 
additions to the collections that we made in Jaque itself last year. 

X am indebted to you JS*%your friendly help at the airfield. 
When you come to Washington be sure to let me know. 



Give my best to the boys. Tell the Sergeant that X still 
remember the fine meals he gave us when we returned from up river.

My dear General Crittenberger* 

On March 22 last it was my honor to call on you in 
your office at Quarry Heights to acquaint you briefly with 
my plans for a scientific expedition into eastern Darien. 

1 am writing to report that my mission was entirely 
successful, and that I was able to get back up the Jaque Elver 
for two days travel to the last of the Indian settlements on 
the river. We went in in dugout canoes, this being the only 
feasible means of travel. I remained here for approximately 
a month, living among the Indians and making biological collections 
for the Smithsonian Institution. 

While living conditions were not easy we carae out in 
good health without malaria. The region, however, is not one that 
I recommend for ordinary travel. 

I regret very much that on my return to the Canal Zone 
it was imperative for me to come at once to Washington due to a 
call to appear before a House Committee on Appropriations. I did 
not, therefore, have opportunity to call on you in person. 

I am deeply indebted to the services for assistance 
and facilities, and wish to express to you personally my appreciation 
of your interest in my work.

Dear General Harmon* 

Administrative procedures here in Washington have been 
so hectic since my retorn the end of AprLjl for all the services 
that I hope I need make no apologies for not having written you 
earlier further than to say that you have been often in my mind. 

I was sorry indeed that 1 did not see you personally before I had 
to leave the Zone, but this was due to the fact that I was recalled 
and had to be in Washington by a stipulated date. 

X wrote you from Jaqud telling you that all was well with 
Hr. Perry go and me, and that our arrangements for our trip had gone 
forward without difficulty. 

In brief report, we reached Jaqud expeditiously, thanks to 
your kindness in arranging transport for us in a C-47, in the early 
morning of March 25. By good f ortone I was able to get in touch 
immediately withPanamanians that I had known last year so that at 
4s00 p.m. on March 26 we were on our way up the Jaque River with four 
men and two dugout canoes (Piraguas). I was intent on getting out 
of town that afternoon as the tide was running up the river and I 
wanted to get the outfit out of town before any farewell drinking on 
the part of our helpers l 

We spent that night on the gravel bar at the mouth of the 
Rfo Pavarondd, which enters the Jaqud from the north and is near the 
head of tidewater. From here on the men were using push poles up 
through rapids with occasional stretches of flat water, The evening of 
May 27 found us within the second line of hills, and we spent that 
night at the mouth of the Arroyo Tort add. On this second day we passed 
a few fincas of Panamanians and occasional clearings of the Choco todians. 
From the Tortadd on there were only scattered groups of Indians, with 


\ 
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the forest unbroken except for their clearings. In the late afternoon 
of March 28 we came, with some difficulty, to the mouth of the Rio 
Iraamadd, the point for which I had been aiming. The rapids had been 
swifter and the river shallower all through this day. Here we found 
the last Indians located on the Jaqud River. By good fortune the 
head man in the group was Gonejo, whom I had met last year and at 
whose invitation I had come up here* reached this point just ©head 
of a terrific rain, got our canoes into the mouth of the Imamadd, part 
of the outfit covered up with waterproof tarpaulin, and the rest and 
ourselves in Gonejo's house. The storm gave us opportunity to talk 
and become friendly. It developed that Gonejo's brother was godson 
to old (Jeronimo who was with me as one of the helpers from Jaqud. At 
the end of an hour I had made a bargain to rent the house for $5*00 for 
a month, and here we located. 

This point is in the heart of a tremendous unbroken green 
forest, with openings only along the streams, and trees from a 100 to 
175 feet high elsewhere. The undergrowth was heavy in places, more open 
in other s, and there were largs areas grown with the tagua palms which 
form the palm nuts of commerce. Our house, was a platform six feet above 
the ground on posts, had a good thatched roof, but no sides. The 
Indians are all people so that one of the first necessities was 

to strengthen the underpinnings because of my weight. The house platform 
measured 18 x 21 feet, with a little offset at one end 5 x 10 feet. In 
this space the six of us lived for four days with 25 plus or minus 
Indians of assorted ages, sexes and sizes. Perrygo and I never succeeded 
in ng a complete count that we could depend upon as the flock of small 
youngsters circulated too rapidly to make this practicable. Finally our 
Indian friends moved out down river and from then on cam® back to visit 
us Sundays. Another group of Indians was living about two miles below 

our location. 

Forest birds were tremendously abundant and in good variety* 

The Indian trails in the main followed the streams, through the water 
itself where this was shallow, and on the banks only around the deeper 
holes. One of our first tasks was to cut hunting trails which we extended 
until in the end we had about eigit miles available for hunting. The 
rainy season had started and we had rain almost every afternoon. Once 
or twice a week there were tremendous downpours that brought theImamadd, 
fifty yards below our camp, to flood level in the course of an hour. The 
river dropped rapidly, however, and also cleared which was important as 
this was our water supply. There was no one living aboveus, and the 
constant flood kept the river bottoms scoured clean so that we had no 
hesitance in drinking the water. I must add, however, that the river 
water in: ; the Jaaue from this point down is badly polluted. It is the 
custom of the Indians, old and young, to use the river as a latrine. 

In the period of a little less than four weeks we made a fairly 
complete collection of the birds of this region, securing much that is 
supplemental to what we got last year near Jaqud. Vie started clown the 
river in the early morning of April 18, and the following morning reached 
the Airfield, having stopped overnight at a place on the Jaque River

the map I had with me was one used by the Engineer Re¬ 
production Plant, P.C*S, U.S.A* Corozal, Canal Zone in 1943* this 
does not show the course of the Jaqud River in its upper reaches. 
Probably, from later photographic surv^rs, you have the correct line 
of the river, but if not you may be interested to know that the 
river, after making making the turn to the north above Jaqud, which 
is shown on the map that I have mentioned, then swings to the east 
and south and Continues in tnat general course* The Rio Pavarondo 
that I mentioned as near the head of tidewater, goes over to the * 
north at a point east at Santo Dorotea* The Jaqud here turns to the 
south, and works back through the hills, until finally it passes 
down a valley between the two levels marked 2,000 and 3,000 feet on 
the map. Our camp was located, as nearly as I can tell, directly 
east cf Guayabo Cove. The Jaqud here makes a sharp bend to the north 
and begins to rise more rapidly, having its headwaters on the plateau 
marked at 3,000 feet on the map in cjiestion* 

As nearly as X could estimate our camp lay back somewhere 
between 50 and Jjtf miles, by river, from Jaqud at the river mouth, 
x was interested to find that there is a trail that is used regularly 
by the Indians, and to some extent by the Panamanians, that comes from 
the projecting point of land shown in the center of Guayabo Cove, up 
over the hill at 1000 feet elevation and then comes down into the 
valley of the Rio Imamadd, following this river to its mouth at our 
camp* Further, there was another trail used extensively by the Indians 
and to some degree by Colombians and Panamanians, that eomis in from * 
Colombia along the Rid Juradd, following the right branch of the river 
in question which is known as the R£o Jampabadd to its headwaters. 

Prom there it goes over a high ridge at something over 3000 feet on the 
boundary of Daridn and comes down on the Panama side along the valley 
of the Rio Chicao. Th® two trails join here and continue down the Jaqud 

As I have said above the whole region is still in primitive 
forest. The trails are poorly marked tracks such as these forest 
Indians use everywhere. There is little food in this country, except 
for a 1 air amount of game, W* killed the big pacas, which the natives 
call Cone jo, and the kinkajou among the animals, the;curassow and the 
tinamou among birds for food. There were a good many peccaries but 
these are seldom good eating as the natives never remove the musk gland 
before cleaning. When we ran out of other meat we shot a few of the 
abundant big—billed toucans which are a little tough, but are not bad 
eating at that. From the Indians itis possible to buy only green 
bananas (Plantain) or once in a while yuca. 

The Choco Indians are friendly but do not welcome strangers. 
We did not have the slightest difficulty with them. In fact, I am now 
"compadre'' with all the Indians on this river! They told me that they 
were getting poisoned arrows ready to use on some witch doctors over 
on the headwaters on the Sambu to the north. The story was that these 
brujos had gotta over into Colombia, had learned some new witchcraft 
and that people were dying because of it so they were going to get rid 
of the witch doctdr as the easiest way to settle the difficulty.

I would want also, at the same time, 
on lake some collections on vhe Jaqurf River, at the Arroyo TortadcL 
This is tn© point where the fare or less arid coast region, with a 
definitely dry season, joins the more humid interior where rains 
are more or less constant even through the drier part of the year, 
piere is also the coast area at Quayabo Cove which has never been 
investigated. These are all hopes for the future.

Dear Dr. Wetaore: 

We are expecting you back sometime over the week-end, and I assume 
we will put in part of Monday on the rehearsal for our hearings which 
are still slated for Tuesday the 29th. 

We have just completed the monumental task of furnishing informa¬ 
tion on the scientific research of the Institution in biology, geology, 
anthropology, astrophysics, and American ethnology for the President's 
Scientific Research Board. Dr. Keddy has been putting in practically 
full time on it for about three weeks, and we have had to have a great 
deal of help from curators and heads of offices. It was a rush job 
and supposed to have been completed by the 17th, but we did not get 
in our final consignment until yesterday. All told I think a very 
good job was done, especially considering the limited time we had. 

After considerable sparring, we have learned that Dr. Bosch is 
in this country, so we directed a letter to him telling him of our 
understanding and stating that if these facts were correct you would 
be very glad to discuss the matter with him after you arrive at your 
office. The question of funds is still up in the air. Some of the Army 
people have suggested that we ask the Rockefeller Foundation to assist 
in the packing and transportation. I am a little bit reluctant to do 
so since I doubt very much if the foundation would stretch a point far 
enough to pay for the material we are receiving. At any rate, that 
point can await your return. 

lfte have been quite busy with several matters which will be brought 
to your attention on your return. 

Interior Bill is out today. The overall cut was $139,000,000, 
or 47/?. Most of this came from Reclamation. Bill Prather got almost a 
5O5? cut, but all but $750,000 was in new money for 1948 so he is not 
suffering too much. 

Dorothy was thrown by her horse about three weeks ago and suffered 
a fractured hip. She is, however, resting quite comfortably and we 
anticipate no complications.

Dear Dr. Wetmore: 

There are a few items which I feel should be called to your attention, 
and they are as follows: 

(1) Our item 2 in letter of April 2, 1947 probably left you somewhat 
confused. Owing to our rush to get the letter off, it was not checked carefully 
enough. The figures should read: "from $1,937,000 to $2,037,000." 

(2) I just called Duvall of the Committee regarding the date of our hearing, 
and he said that April 29 was very close figuring. At first he said it would be 
on that afternoon or the day before or the day afterward. Then he said it 
couldn't be before the 29th as they had"promised Dr. Wetmore it wouldn't be 
before the 29th." He said that as far as they could see now, it would be the 
afternoon of the 29th or the 30th. I had rather hoped that I could send you notice 
of a few days' postponement, but this appears out of the question. 

(3) The attached clipping shows the danger of leaving town and being unable 
to defend yourself against these so-called honors. 

(4) The Sunday Post also has an article on our large number of high 
school visitors. One of the youngsters was interviewed, and I quote: "Like most 
of the other male students he picked the Smithsonian Institution as the most 
interesting of the many places he had seen." 

(5) We have been inundated with questionnaires from the President's 
Scientific Research Committee. It is a job and until we get in our contributions, 
which will be about the 17th of April, it will almost require full time of our 
staff from curators on up. This Committee, headed by Steelman, is made up of 

the heads of the agencies spending most for research. I was annoyed that the 
Federal Loan Administrator was included and the Secretary of the Smithsonian was not. 
Dr. Bush is on the Committee. One of their technical staff was down to discuss 
the matter with us; and while it is going to mean a great amount of work, I think 
it is going to make a point that we are understaffed on research matters. They 
are insisting on rather fine breakdowns in projects and this will give us an 
opportunity to demonstrate that we have projects with less than one man attached 
to them.

Most of us felt that our definition of a project was a "small unit," but 
since they are making the rules, there is nothing to do but go along with them. 
There will also be a great deal of work necessary in explaining our method for 
the administration of research. 

(6) Kirk Bryan has sent in an estimate of the geological work around 
San Jon in New Mexico of $800. Roberts is writing to inquire whether he will have 
to have a decision before you get back in order to make necessary plans. Roberts 
thinks it would be well to have this work completed if funds are available. 

If we receive word that they are anxious to know as early as possible, we will 
leave word with Zetek so that you can wire.

Dear Dr. Wetmore: 

I have just received your letter of March 26, 1947, and 1 am glad to note that 
you will soon be out among the wild game. 

Several things have happened since you heard from us. 

(1) Mrs. Goldman accepted the offer of the Nelson Goldman Orchard Company, 
which still leaves us the majority stockholder in that company. 

(2) The supplemental appropriation for the National Air Museum is approved 
for 1948, and this increases "the amount of the estimate for Salaries and Expenses, 
Smithsonian Institution, from $987,000 to #203,700." This will obviously be taken 
up at the time of our regular hearings. 

(3) Our supplemental appropriation to cover the cost of Public Law 390 in 
the amount of #130,400 has passed both the House and the Senate with the full 
amount included. We are thus assured of staying on the payroll until July 1st. 

(4) We have had a nibble on a gift of $80,000 to $100,000 as an addition to 

the Smithsonian Endowment from a citizen in the Middle West. The man is 76 years 
old and his wife is 71* According to his present plan, half os hxs estate (total 
value estimated at #150,000 or more) is to’go to the Smithsonian Institution, and 
the other half to the building fund of toe A.A.A.S., except that the income from 
this total amount would go to his wife during her lifetime. Information was sent 
to him as to how this might be accomplished. The matter was checked by Mr. Hansen, 

and he indicated that toe information provided by Mr. Dorsey was entirely adequate. 

(5) You have a letter here from William Benton relating to the return of 

looted objects of art to countries of origin. I thought this matter fell entirely 

within the purview of toe National Gallery of Art, and I was a little disturbed 

by the following which I quote from his letters 

"It is my understanding that in informal conversation with Miss 

Ardelia R. Hall of the Department, you indicated that the Smithsonian 

Institution might be willing to serve/in this capacity. The Department 

of State would appreciate it if the/Smithsonian Institution will agree 

to assume this responsibility. ;

’’This will mean that the objects will be sent to the Smithsonian 
Institution for custody, first-aid repairs, suitable packing and transfer 
in Washington. As the expenses involved for the few objects at present 
detained are so small, it would be appreciated also if, in accordance with 
your suggestion to Miss Hall, the Smithsonian would bear these charges.” 

I can assure the State Department that there will be very little packing at 
Smithsonian expense before July 1st. Mr. Cairns of the Gallery has checked into 
this matter and he said that you spoke to no one at the Gallery about this. He 
also said that in view of the miscellaneous nature of the collection, which includes 
art, coins, knives, manuscripts, etc., this falls outside the scope of the 
Gallery. We certainly are in no position to pay packing charges and transportation, 
let alone repairs. While I realize that all this is a "Good Samaritan” act, I 
had hoped that we might be spared any hand in these deals, since before the whole 
matter is settled, we will probably be charged with a great deal of the material 
which is stolen or destroyed and which we never saw. 

(6) ftedderburn of the Section of Photography tells me that the A.A.A.S. 
is anxious to arrange in close sponsorship with the Institution an exhibit of 
photographs showing the use of photography in science, and that Mr. Christiansen 
indicated that you had expressed an interest in this. Personally, I see no 

wrong at all in going in with them on this since apparently no expense is involved. 
As a matter of fact, I think it would be an extra link binding us to the A.A.A.S. 

(7) I just have a note from Deignan indicating that you had intended to 
send him for a short trip to Qentral America, and he wonders now whether that 
might not be changed to a visit to the British Museum for further study of south¬ 
eastern Asiatic birds and types. He says, "In my work on a checklist of the 
birds of the Indo-Chinese Subregion, I have to make endlfsg revisions of groups 
and time after time I find myself brought to a halt because of lack of types or 
topotypes which are not to be seen in this country and the exact characters of 
which are not to be known without actual comparison, since the characters are 
sometimes too subtle to be easily described in writing. When I visited London in 
1939 I was able to settle many problems of this nature to ay satisfaction, but 
since then scores of others have arisen, and in any case I am now working on the 
avifauna of a much more extensive area (Bengal to the mouth of the Yangtze), so 
that things which were of no importance to me then are now of critical interest." 

If you approve, he would like to be able to start making reservations since 
he would prefer to go during the good weather. He feels that the trip to London 
would have greater scientific value than the one to Central America.

Just to make sure that you have accurately, the dosages for tt 
administration of Aralen allow me to reiterate the following, 

/For the suppression of malaria single weekly doses have been 
demonstrated. A dose of 0.5 gm; (two tablets) given on exactely the same 
day each week,is recommended. For the treatment of an acute attack in an 
adult an initial dose of 1 gm. ( four tablets) followed by an additional 
0.5 gm. { two tablets ) after from six to eight hours and a single dose 
of 0.5 gm. ( two tablets ) on each of two consecutive days (total 2.5 gm. 
equal 10 tablets in three days) is sufficient to produce prompt disappearance 
of symptoms and of parasitemia. This regimen eradicates infection due to 
?. falciparum and terminates the acute attack of P. vivax infection. In the 
latter, freedom from clinical attacks may be maintained thereafter by adminis¬ 
tration of suppressive doses (0.5 gm. once a week)/] 

This may be a little different that I gave you at the dinner but 
it all sums up to taking sufficient drug to build up a certain concentration 
m the blood. So far as Aralen is concerned and its merits as compared to 
Atabrine, clinical experience has shown that it is about three times more 
effective than Atabrine without the disagreeable nature of turning a person 
yellow on long administration. However, I believe that Atabrine is almost 
as effective when used in a similar way. Of course, with Atabrine we usually 
give for treatment three (1|- grs. each) tablets daily for five days, skip a 
week and repeat. For suppression doses we usually took one tablet for three 
days,then skip three days and repeat. 1 am giving you this information in 
case you have Atabrine with you. 

Of course, the most important treatment in malaria is not to let 
tne mosquito bit you and you can do this by getting under the net after 
sundown and by making sure there are no mosquitos inside the net.J Here’s 
hoping you will have a very successful trip. I envy you in being able to 
get away to get back to that heavenly country.

Your letter of 19 November 19U6 has been received by the Personal 
Equipment Laboratory. , 

Investigation regarding your request for a Handy-Talky has not 
proved encouraging. The small pocket-sized set to which you referred is 
a preliminary experimental model and is not available at this time. 

Engineers of the Communications and Navigation Laboratory have 
advised that all types of Handy-Talkies are limited to "line of sight" 
operations which greatly reduces their effective operating range in 
rough terrain or hea-vy foliage to a distance of a few hundred feet to a 
few hundred yards. It is therefore believed that Handy-Talkies will not 
serve your needs. 

However, if you are still interested in the Handy-Talkies that 
are available, the Laboratory will be glad to assist you. The set used by 
the infantry during the war weighs approximately eight pounds and has the 
same "line of sight" limitations as trie smaller set. The Navy has developed 
a. set that weighs approximately three pounds. This set is also subject to 
"line of sight" restrictions. Please advise this Laboratory is you wish 
either of these heavier sets. 


May I take this opportunity to again express sincere thanks for 
the splendid cooperation you and the Explorer's Club extended to me and the 
representatives of this Laboratory during the recent New York Meeting. The 
benefits of that association to both organizations are already much in evi¬ 
dence.

I am trying to jot down a few of the drugs which will probably be 
of use to you on your next expedition. I thought I would send you this list 
so that you can pick up the necessary articles at your convenience. 

ATABRINE I would .suggest that you take 100 tablets of Atabrine 
grains 1§. They are very useful particularly if you are going to trea + the 
natives. Most of them usually have malaria. If you are going to be in a 
malarial country I have always found it very helpful to take 1^ grains of 
Atabrine at least once a da.y for three days and then skip two or three days. 
This will maintain sufficient concentration in the blood which 1 believe 
destroys parasites. 


YATREN Yatren is a drug put out by the Winthrop Chemical 
Company as is also the Atabrine and is very useful in the treatment of dysen¬ 
teries. One can take three to eight tablets daily depending upon the severity 
of the condition. One tablet daily has been recommended as a prophylaxis. 

They contain a form of iodine that is good, for ones system. In case you are 
not able to get Yatren, Lilly puts out a preparation which is similar called 
Cheniofon. These are the two most important drugs to have in vour equipment. 

SULFADIAZINE I would also recommend taking Sulfadiazine tablets 
grains or l/S gram. These s.re good usually in cases of severe infections 
such as septic wounds, blood poisoning, abscesses and upper respiratory in¬ 
fections which might go on to a severe bronchitis or pneumonia. The usual 
dosage is two tablets or one gram every four hours and it is best to give 
about lOg'rains of sodium bicarbonate with each dose and plenty of water 
should be taken during the interim. 

TINCTURE METHIOLATE You should also take a pint or less, depend¬ 
ing upon the kind of cases you might have to treat, of Tincture Methiolate (Lilly) 
It is a good idea to have one of their little glass dispensers to carry in your 
pocket. 


BD SNAKE PIMP If you are in any region where there are poisonous 
snakes be sure to carry a BD snake pump. This is a small package about three 
inches long by two inches in diameter and may easily be carried in your pocket 
at all times when in the field. It is important to always remember to put a 
tourniquet on first and then apply the suction pump according to directions. 

One should never walk anv distance or take any alcohol after a snake bite. Thev 
should remain quiet and after the poison has been suctioned for several hours, 
relaxing the tourniquet every now and then to relieve some of the congestion of 
the affected limb, a saturated solution of salt and water should be applied and * 

kept over the area for another twenty-four hours. Magnesium sulphate also may 
be used for this purpose. 










VIX. VAPOR RUB Another helpful remedy is to have a couple of iars 
of Vix Vapor Rub. This is very helpful in the country where they have Bete 
Rouge or Chiggers as they are improperly called. The Vix Vapor Rub is very 
soothing and will stop the itching of the Bete Rouge when trying to sleep at 
night. It is also good to rub about the, throat and chest in the treatment 
of colds as a counter irritant. 


D.D.T. In regard to insecticides I have usually found it desirable 
+o carry a pound can of the technical D.D.T. which may be added to plain kerosene 
to make up a spray. This saves carrying bulky fluids. The proportions are one 
pound of D.D.T. powder to three gallons of kerosene, which gives a 5 % solution 
of D.D.T. 


EMPERIN COMPOUND You should also carry some Emperin Compound tablets 
which contain asperin, caffein and phenacetin. These are very useful in the 
treatment of colds and also to relieve pain. Two tablets should be taken every 
four hours. They are put out by Burroughs and Welcome. It would be well to cariy 
some compressed cotton and gauze also manufactured by Burroughs and Welcome. This 
saves space. 


INSTRUMENTS You should have a pair of scissors, forceps and a. 

\ Bard Parker scapel and handle and a few ex+ra blades. They are handy if you 


✓"fthave to open an abscess. Always remember to pack the wound with gauze after 
'** the abscess is opened, keeping a drain in it until the wound is free of pus. 


ANALGESIA Analgesic packing, such as dentists have, is very 
useful. A gummy substance containing creosote is sometimes used. It can 
be packed into a cavity and relieves pain. Probably your local dentist could 
supply you with this. 


I believe that all of these drugs may be purchased at Eimer and 
Amend’s Drug Company, New York City. 


If you carry a supply of the above mentioned things, 1 believe you 
will find that you can travel quite safely if you will be sure to observe 
the necessary precautions as I know you always do. 

It was a great privilege to he with you again on Monday evening 
and I only wish that I could be in the field with you on one of your trips.

The Army is pressing us for a reply on the Bosch Collection. It is 
my understanding that the Army will pay the transportation of this over 
here and that it comes as a permanent loan.
